25. (PravioMisiy Pveseuted) Tht: board of claim I wherein sand recesses comprise a plnr^Hiy 
of lower sudaces and whervin said base is one of said surfaces, and wherein said base is aepanind from 
said topsheet by nnoiher surface of said surfaces. 

26. (Pvevimifdy Prissi'nted) The board of claim 1 wherein said recesses are hounded on three 
sides. 



27. (Previously Pvescnied) I'he board claim 21 wherein said central potlion is separated 
from said lopsiieel by inclined longitudinal portions. 

28. (Previously Presented) The board ol' claim I wherein said reccssus are longitudinally 
limited. 

29. (Previously Presented) The board of elaim 1 wherein said recessea are bounded by froni 
and rear surfaces, said front and rear surfaces beint? located in said underfoul zone. 
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
